THE TERRITORIAL COUNCILS (SECOND AMENDMENT) RULES, 1962 

1. These rules may be called the Territorial Councils (Second Amendment) 
Rules, 1962, 

2. In the Territorial Councils Rules, 1957, in rule 11— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), after the words ‘'make and subscribe** the words “at 

a meeting of the Council*’ shall be inserted; 

(b) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) After each general election to the Council, the Administrator shall 
fix the date for the first meeting of the Council for making and 
subscribing an oath or affirmation under sub-rule (1) and the 
Secretary shall send to every member notice of that date.”
